Bree ae Railway Problem 


Canada has a goodly number of problems awaiting soliution on her 
hands at present, but it is doubtful if any one presents greater difficul- 
ties; or is fraught with such danger to the country if not solved, than 
the National Railways. The annual deficit is so staggering—amount- 
ing to almost as.much as the total revenue of the Dominion only a com- 
paratively few years before the war—and is increasing rather than dimin- 
ishing, notwithstanding the heavy advances in passenger and freight 
rates, that the people have -real .cause-for coemeern. 

Nothing is to be gained now by trying to saddle the respohsibility 
for policies which have réQmited in the present deplorable situation, as 
mary party -politicians are persisting in endeavoring to do. Each of the 
two political partiés which have guided the national policies of Canada 
in the past have a share of that responsibility to carry. Both inaugur- 
ated policies and encouraged the building of thousands of miles of at 
present unprofitable lines, no doubt with the best intentions and in an 
honest and sincere desire to develop the vast resources of the Dominion. 
Perhaps, not-teast of all, the people are themselves to blame because they 
demanded the construction of these lines, and approved and supported 
the Governments which provided for them. 

It is no use crying over spilt mitk. The situation exists, the prob- 
lem has been created, intensified and made the more difficult beeause 
of ‘the war. It must now be faced and a solution found. 

That solution is not to be found in political bickerings, but in a unit- 
ed and patriotic determination to get at the rock bottom facts. When 
a man is desperately sick, the -first important thing is a thorough diag- 
nosis of the case, and, if it is discovered that a severe operation is neces- 
sary, to apply the knife with courage and determination. The same 
thing holds true of the National Railways. If there is mismanagement, 
waste and extravagance, it must be cut out; if there is a lack of good 
-judgment shown in financial management, or in the operation of the road, 
there must be improvement brought about without loss of time; if the 
service given the public is not such as to merit confidence and attract 
business which ought to be had,.then the service must ‘be improved and 
made to command public support. 

But-it:iss becoming more and*more apparent that these things alone 
will not have the effect of completely wiping out the annually recyrring 
deficits. First and foremost, all such needed reforms .must be effected, 
but ‘there must be something even. more constructive in order to build 
up the National Railways. To state it concisely, the Federal Govern- 
ment, assisted by all the Provincial Governments, must bring into effect | 
policies that will have the effect of building up Canada and thus build’ 
up the National Railways. In other words, the most far-seeing policies! 
must be evolved to encourage and speed up the development for use of | 
the natural resources of Canada from the Atlantic to the Pacific. 

Only through the devclopment of our resources can business be} 
created in enormous volume to provide that increase in traffic which will! 
put the railways upon a firm financial foundation. Increases in rates, 
up to a certain point, may produce more reveaue, but raised beyond that 
point and the effect is loss of revenue because of an even greater loss of 
traffic. It is open to question whether railway rates have not already 
been increased beyond the point where they are operating to increase 


revenue, but are rather adding to the debit side of the railway ledger. 

The statement will hardly be challenged that, at the present time, 
the Federal Parliament is doimg little or nothing towards developing the! 
rich natural. resources of the Dominion. Rether it is “marking time” 
on the question. Ontario, with its development of the hydro system, 
and Quebec, with its progressive Provincial policies for better highways 
and scientific agricu!tural development, are doing more for the enrich- 
ment of Canada today by the utilization of natural resources than any- 
thing the Federal Parliament is attempting. The development of the 
natural resources of these Western Provinces is largely at a standstill, 
while Federal and Provincial authorities debate the question of owner- 
ship and control of those resources, The Provinces cannot proceed to 
dévelop theny because they have no control over them; the Federal Gov- 
ernment is not doing so, pending a decision as to the terms and condi- 
tions of transfer of such resources to the Provinces. 

In the meantime, untold wealth lies dormant, and thousands of miles | 
of railway are hungering for traffic they cannot get because it does not 
exist because of non-development of the resources of the oes Boh! 
through which the railways operate. Yet they must operate even! 
though it be at a loss because people have located, few in number though! 
they may be, along these railways and they must 'be served with mails and 


The Key Industry ~- 


Of Highest Importance That The 
Agriculturist’s Occupation Should 
Be Made Profitable. 


The agriculturist is the one man in 
the cosmic scheme of things whom 
society cannot afford to see “lose out” 
on his job. He is pre-eminently the 
“key industry” that must b@kept go- 
ing though the rest of the world-is 
temporarily obliged to shut tp shop. 

It is, therefore, of the highest im- 
portance that the agriculturist’s oc- 
cupation should be made as consist- 
ently profitable as it is possible for 
governmental policy and human pre- 
vention to make it. To stabilize his 
calling in this respect is to take a 
long step toward thé ‘stabilization of 
world industry—the supreme need to- 
day of our sadly shattered civilization.

Big Berry Crop in B. C. 


Production Expected to~ be More 
Than Fifty Per Cent. Over Last

Five hundred freight cars will be 
required to move the 1921 berry crop 
of British Columbia, according to the 
estimates of the British Columbia 
Berry Growers’ Association.

Vindicates Transcontinental 


Diversion of Traffic Now Going 
Through U.S. Is Sought By 
Senate, 

Ottawa.—The Senate discussed the 
National Transcontinental Railway 
and the diversion of Canadian. grain 
through United States ports. Al- 
though no definite action was taken 
in the latter regard, there was general 
approval of the necessity of immedi- 
ate investigation into such diversion. 
The subject arose in continued de- 
bate on the export trade of Quebec. 
Senator Lorne Webster said that 
the contract between the National 
Transcontinental and the City of 
Quebec, made in 1904 and confirmed 

in 1910 was unfulfilled. 

The Transcontinental had reduced 
the distance between Quebec and 
Winnipeg by 200 miles and had also 
reduced the grades, Since 1916, how- 
ever, not a bushel of grain had come 
over the line to Quebec. 

The water and rail rate from Win- 
nipeg to New York was 33.9 cents 
per bushel and all-rail from Winni- 
pcg to Quebec was 36 cents, 

In recent years there has been 
shipped from the west 1,096,000,000 
bushels of grain and of this amount 
518,000,000 bushels had gone via New 
York. Of the remainder, a great deal 
was manufactured into flour, leaving 
only a small quantity to export 
through Canadian ports. This dis- 
crimination was unfair, as the Cana- 
dian water routes had been made per- 
fectly safe by aids to navigation, The 
matter called for immediate investi- 
gation, 

Senator J, P. B. Casgrain said that 
the debate vindicated the policy of 
the construction of the Transcontin- 
ental Railway. That railway had 
shoriened the mileage between Win- 
nip.g and Quebee by 220 miles and 
shortened the time of travel by 14 
hours, and w&s one of the greatest 
railways in the world. It should be 
utilized to a greater\extent and there 
should be less talk about the “crazy 
scheme of deepening the St. Law- 
rence channel, 


Calgary Teachers’ Strike Is Off. 

Calgary.—The Calgary teachers 
will not strike. Another long dis- 
cussion ended in a_decision to accept 
the offer of the school board for ad- 
vances totalling $40,000, under protest, 

The teachers had previously agreed 
to accept a 50-50 compromise, which 
would have brought increase totalling 
$87,000.

We have even known editors to write 
urgently on this subject with their 
‘own wills unmade, but this does not 
apply in the present case. 

The man _ whose busincss affairs 
are of large dimensions usually keeps 
a will in hand, changing it or making 
a new one as the need arises. He has 
much business with his lawyer, the 
existence of a will is a matter of busi- 
ness, and his large and complicated 
interests necessitate a will as a power 
of regulation for the future, and as an 
assurance of the continuity of his en- 
terprise. But where a man’s affairs 
are more personal he puts off his will- 
making. It is a thing he can do at 
any time and so he does not do it at 
all. Then a fatal illness comes to 
him, and he must do it—but some- 
times no opportunity is given him. 

A man has a curious notion that if 
he makes his will it is a sign that he 
is beginning to quit—that he has 
turned down the home-stretch. This 
is something he does not want to ad- 
mit. Of course the idea is absurd. 
The having of a will in readiness for 
any eventuality, however remote it 
may seem, is mere prudence. This 
everyone will admit, but if a list were 
published in any city, town, or village 
of those who at this moment have no 
will made, it would cause much aston- 
ishment.—Toronto Star.

A portion of our 
farm, unsuited to agriculture pur- 
poses, burned over 28 years ago, is 
now thickly covered with spruce, bal- 
same and pine, many of the trees 25 
fect high.”

A Word for Barley 


Seeding Should Be Thicker 

Than Early Seeding. 

The College of Agriculture, at Ed- 
monton, from a study of this ques- 
tion in all parts of the province, 
states that “wheat should be sown 
first, as early as the land will work 
to advantage. Oats and barley 
should be sown as soon after wheat 
as convenient. When oats and bar- 
ley are sown after May 20, a maxi- 
mum crop of good quality is not co 
certain. In localities that suffer fram 
hot winds in the late summer crop 
should be sown as early as possib'e; 
if the hot winds come early in the 
summer then possibly a little later 
seeding may be better,” Thinly 
seeded crops withstand dry weath:r 
best, while thickly seeded crops ma- 
ture earlier, Late seeding, if tried, 
should be thicker than early seeding.

; ‘Nearly allthe provinces of the Dominion 
and states in the Union have given some 
attention to the ‘organization of seed- 
growers. It is not the intention herein 
to go into a discusrion of the differe: 

organizations that have been affected, but 
to refer to what Alberta is prepared to.do 
for those farmers who are interested in 
and feel qualified to undertake seed- 


growing on a scale that makes it worth 


while not only to the individual but as 
well to the community at large. 

During. the past three years the de- 
partment of Field Husbandry of the Un- 
iversity of Alberta has been putting forth 
every effort to standardize and purify old 
varieties and breed up new ones of the 
different farm crops, During that time 
there’ has been an insistent and steady 
demand for pure seed representing suit- 
able varieties, and for information as to 
how registered seed can be obtaiued or 
produced. In answer to these applications 
for seed, sainples in nearly every case have 
been sent out, The size of the samples 
has varied from a few ouncés for testing 
to three bushels or more for multiplica- 
tion. During the past two seasons over 
fifteen hundred samples of seeds were 
placed in the hands of interested seed 


‘| growers who are undertaking to test and 


multiply given improved and purified 
strains of the different farm crops, We 
teel that this is the beginning of a very 
important improvement in seed produc- 
tion in Alberta, but if it is to attain its 
highest development, organization of a 
definite character seems imperative. For 
instance, after spending years of effort 
upon the improvement of a given strain 
of wheat, it is not enough that it be dis- 
tributed promiscuously; On the contrary 
a scheme must be developed whereby 
strains and yarieties can be distributed 
find multiplied expeditiously, so that 
they ultimately may reach the greatest 
number of growers, true to name and 
variety, and in the highest possible state 
of purity. In meeting, adequately, there- 
fore, the needs of the farmers of Alberta, 
the University at Edmonton is prépared 
toco-ordinate all co-operative seedtesting, 

distribution- and multiplication work 
under one organjzation to be known as 
“Alberta Crop Improvement Association,’
